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CSU Board of Trustees host CFA 


A Tuesday meeting at 
the CSU Chancellor’s 
Office gave CFA a 
chance to air their 
complaints in public.

California Faculty Association mem- 
bers took to the microphones to con- 
front the CSU Board of Trustees about 
perceived wrongdoings that have come 
in the course of recent budget negoti- 
ations at a California State University 
Board of Trustees meeting held at the

CSU Chancellor’s office Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

This meeting was the last before the 
start date of CFAs currently planned 
23-campus faculty strike, April 13-15 
and 18-9. If the strike lasts all five days, 
it will become the largest and longest 
academic strike of four-year college 
faculty in American history. 

At the start of the meeting, the Board 
opened the floor for comments and 
questions from CFA before giving a 
formal statement from the CSU. There 
was no discussion between the Board 
and members, and CSU’s pre-written 
final statement did not directly refer- 
ence anything brought to the floor from 
members. 

CFA President Jennifer Eagan 
warned the CSU trustees that if a settle- 


ment had not been reached by April 20 
there will be “more to come.” 

Members repeated that while they 
do not enjoy the idea or act of striking, 
they feel as though it is the only way to 
reach a satisfactory agreement and have 
their efforts and values as employees 
recognized. 

“The maintenance on your house has 
languished for a long time with stag- 
nant and uneven salaries, an increasing 
dependence on a precarious faculty 
workforce and inattention to how fac- 
ulty are treated affects students, Eagan 
said. “This inattention predates the re- 
cession, and certainly predates your po- 
sition as Chancellor. However, it’s your

The 49ers finished the season strong 
with a five-game win streak that includ- 
ed a victory over Cal Poly on the 
road. Junior guard Anna Kim 
said she feels that the team has 


a hungry mindset going into the tour- 
nament. 

“We're going in confident,’ Kim said. 
“We have good momentum winning at 
CSUN [in the last game of the regular 
season], and we're just really comfort- 
able where we're at.”

“The CSU values faculty and 
staff and has demonstrated its 
strong commitment to compen- 
sation by investing $121.6 million 
in faculty compensation since 
2013,’ she said in an email. “The

“since July have been in accor- 


dance with the current allocation 
for faculty salaries. 

CFA filed an unfair labor 
practice charge against CSU in 
November 2015 for bringing 
the budget to the legislature and 
governor before negotiating the 
terms of the budget with unions, 
which violates law, they argue, 


and constitutes bargaining in bad 
faith. 

There have been disputes over 
financial figures between CFA 
and CSU throughout the collec- 
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tive bargaining process, but the 
upcoming fact-finding report 
aims to clarify the numbers. 

After the report is released, 
both CFA and CSU will enter 
into a 10-day “quiet period” to 
review the report before making 
last, best and final offers to see if 
a last-minute settlement can be 
reached before the strike. 

As time goes on, and a po- 
tential strike draws closer, the 
concept becomes less abstract 
and more of a reality to CSULB 
students. 

“The faculty isn't asking for a 
dramatic increase, only a fair one 
— one that they deserve,’ said se- 
nior Kristine Banuelos, a women, 
gender and sexuality studies ma- 
jor . “Its unfortunate that it had 
to lead to a [probable] strike and 
basically a week off from classes. 
That’s a week behind we are with 
twhe curriculum. That’s a week 
lost that they planned for on their 
unpaid time” 

Some students are looking less 
at the long-term effects of the 
strike on faculty, and more into 
the short-term effect on those 
trying to complete classes. Jojo 
Fok, a senior Kinesiology major, 
is one such student. 

“It’s not fair to us students who 
pay tuition to not have class for 
five days, so I think the admin- 
istration should take into consid- 
eration their student body; Fok 
said. 

Toni Moelle said in the afore- 
mentioned’ email that’ during 
the strike, campuses will remain 
open and services will still be 
available to students without dis- 
ruption.

A solid foundation 


One recipient of the 
2016 New Faces of 
Civil Engineering, 
Cody Dodge, balances 
school, work and play 
on a “mega” scale.

Do not expect to lounge around all 
day with civil engineering fifth year Cody 
Dodge anytime soon. Or even sit still for 
very long. 

Co-president of the American Soci- 
ety of Civil Engineers at Cal State Long 
Beach, Dodge is busy finalizing a 1200-at- 
tendee conference and overseeing a $1.4 
billion mass transit construction project. 
He might not mention this, but he's also 
an award winner. 

Dodge was named one of 2016's New 
Faces of Civil Engineering by the nation- 
al chapter of ASCE. He is now one of 10 
candidates eligible to be named the New 
Face of Engineering by the DiscoverE or- 
ganization sometime in April. 

Jane Howell, communication director 
of ASCE, said judges look for candidates 
with a GPA of 3.0 or higher that are al- 
ready actively involved in their profes- 
sion. Specifically, they re involved in some 
kind of community..or. public. service 
— qualifications Dodge had and more, 
Howell said. 

“Even as.a student he was already 
in the field working on a major project 
that’s gonna reshape transportation in his 
community,’ Howell said. “So that would 
be one element that would really make 
[him] stand out.” 

The Regional Connector Transit proj- 
ect, which Dodge works as a foreman on, 
will connect the Metro Rail Gold line 
to the Blue, Expo, Purple and Red lines 
through underground tunnels. Its size 
and cost dub it a “mega project? which 
is exactly what Dodge wants to work on. 


White House 


WASHINGTON — The White 
House on Tuesday rejected the no- 
tion that its ongoing, weekslong ef- 
fort to announce a Supreme Court 
nominee might leave the Senate too 
few legislative days to take it up. 

Since Justice Antonin Scalia died 
on Feb. 13, White House press sec- 
retary Josh Earnest has advised re- 
porters to expect President Barack 
Obama to spend four or five weeks 


“I mean it’s once in a lifetime, right? In 
20 years I can come back to L.A. if I don't 
live here anymore with my kids and be 
like, ‘I helped build this tunnel we're rid- 
ing through,” Dodge said. “Only a hand- 
ful of people that worked on the project 
[would] be able to say that ... it’s like 
you're building America’s infrastructure” 

Traylor Bros. is a construction organi- 
zation working on the transit project. Out 
of four internship offers, Dodge accepted 
theirs last summer. When the foreman he 
worked under left, Dodge took over some 
of the responsibility. 

“Definitely I was handed a lot of re- 
sponsibility when I started, not really in- 
tern duties,’ Dodge said. “These are guys 
that have been working on labor in con- 
struction projects for 30 years and they're 
listening to a 22-year-old kid tell them 
what to do. It’s been pretty challenging” 

Dodge has been co-president of ASCE 
with civil engineering fifth year Tatiana 
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Braun since fall 2015. Previously, they 
worked as coordinators of the 2016 ASCE 
Pacific Southwest Conference, which 
CSULB hosts spring 2016. 

Dodge joined ASCE his freshman year 


__ and has also acted as their representative 


in the Associated Engineering Student 
Body, upperclassman liaison and team 
captain at the annual steel bridge compe- 
tition during the ASCE regional confer- 
ence. 

The ASCE Pacific Southwest Confer- 
ence runs from March 31 to April 2 at 
CSULB with a canoe race at the Marine 
Stadium and a banquet at the Hyatt Re- 
gency hotel in Long Beach. 

He said he is a complete busy body 
who enjoys taking on new projects and 
challenges to keep him going. 

Jayson Musngi, a civil engineering fifth 
year and activities chair of ASCE, said the 
need to keep moving extends to Dodge's 
down time.

“He has to go somewhere to relax. He 
doesn't want to just stay home and lay 
down, Musngi said. “Hed rather go out 
to the beach, or go on a hike, or camping, 
or take pictures or walk to enjoy.’ 

Musngi got to know Dodge well this 
year after becoming activities chair and 
finding out they live a mile or two away 
from each other. 

“We have a ‘bromance’ kind of thing 


going on,’ Musngi said. “I remember 


when I found out about [getting] my 
[new] job he would text me and be like, 
‘Oh, you got your interview. How come 
you didn’t tell me?” 

Musngi and his friends hear about 
Dodge's love for his work at Traylor Bros. 
in and out of school. 

“We always make fun of him like, 
‘Okay dad, we get it, like, you don’t need 
to tell us; we already know,” Musngi said. 
“He’s really proud of [his job], which is 
good; like he’s helped me a lot to realize 
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what I want to do” 

Mentoring and guiding new members 
of ASCE is something Dodge makes a 
point to do. 

“T get freshmen that walk in here all the 
time like, ‘How do I get involved; [and] 
‘What do I need to do to be successful} 
and it’s just like, I love preaching to them 
like a grandfather,’ Dodge said. 

Dodge said this was the reason he ap- 
plied for the new faces award. 

“T like to have [the award] so I can be 
like, ‘Look what you can do; and like, 
‘look what it’s given me,” Dodge said. 

However, his award wasn’t common 
knowledge. Braun said she didn’t know 
hed been given it till the Daily 49er con- 
tacted her for a comment. It’s common, 
Braun said, since Dodge is not one to 
brag. 

“He'll bring [his accomplishments] up 
but it’s more matter-of-fact? Braun said. 
“Like he'll never bring it up to boast: 

Candidates for the award are chosen 
by a panel of judges from ASCE includ- 
ing: the president of ASCE, chair of the 
diversity and inclusivity committee, exec- 
utive director and last years New Face of 
Engineering recipient. 

Howell said the judges award new 
faces within two categories: students and 
young professionals under 30. This came 
in response to common achievement 
awards that only go to engineers with 
long established careers, Howell said. 

“The idea was, instead of waiting till 
people are at the end of their career, to 
find those people who we think are really 
going to shape the future” Howell said. 
“And really showcase them to show that 
engineering is this really diverse, dynam- 
ic [and] changing field” 

Dodge said he's proud of his accom- 
plishments and with organizing the con- 
ference, but he’s looking forward to focus- 
ing on other things. He said he still has 
classes to finish up and a wedding to plan 
for summer 2016. 

“Tm getting married in the summer 
and I barely ever see my fiancé,’ Dodge 
said. “Itd be nice to have some time to 
spend with her”

studying materials prepared by his 
legal team before picking a nominee. 
That is the amount of time it took 
him to select his other two nominees, 
now-Justices Sonia Sotomayor and 
Elena Kagan. 

Using that timeline, the window 
for an announcement would open 
Sunday. 

Saying recent nominees to the 
high court have needed about 65 


days from nomination to floor vote, 
Earnest told reporters “there’s ample 
time for the Senate to act.” 

There are 113 days remaining 
(starting Wednesday) on the Senate's 
official calendar of expected legisla- 
tive days this year. 

Earnest said the White House does 
not expect an announcement Tues- 
day, but he said he “wouldn't rule out 
any other day” this week.

Kendrick Lamar’s 
album is a shrewd 
wake up call.

Grammy-winning artist Kendrick 
Lamar reintroduces his fans to critiques 
on the demanding, rigid nature of the 
modern music industry while celebrat- 
ing blackness through raw, pre-disco 
funk. 

Kendrick Lamar’s album “unti- 
tled unmastered” was released by 
Aftermath/Interscope (Top Dawg 
Entertainment) records on March 4. 
The album addresses issues such as 
racism, classism and colorism that 
are prevalent in today’s society in a 
hypnotically savvy and jazz-infused 
manner. Closely accompanied by in- 
strumental melodies and raw vocals, 
the album reveals Lamar’s focus, as it 
alludes to society’s very own past and 
present state. 

The LP consist of eight tracks with 
no Official ‘titles, and instead are given 
dates ranging a three year span. 

Fans have taken to social media, 
speculating as to the EP’s ambiguous 
arrival and nature, but have yet to come 
to a unanimous understanding. 

Lamar’s latest album is a follow-up 
to last year’s “To Pimp a Butterfly,’ as it 
too attempts to liberate itself from the 
restraints of rap music production.

Lamar is stepping out of conven- 
tions, fashioning a new mode of lyrical 
harmony, voicing meaningful concepts 
that are prevalent in today’s society. 

He utilizes rap to his advantage, but 
in a more critical perspective. 

For example, Lamar’s recent Gram- 
my performance expressed this notion, 
for he openly exposed black oppression 
and exploitation. 

Lamar’s newfound voice has gone 
political. 

Kendrick’s third track ‘untitled 03| 
05.28.2013? expresses this in further 
detail. 

“A piece of mines/ That’s what the 
white man wanted when I rhyme/ 
Telling me that he selling me just for 
$10.99, raps Lamar. 

Lamar alludes to the commercial 
mindset, undermining American cap- 
italistic economy, for even now the 
“white man” profits from what the 
black man reaps. 

“Levitate, levitate, levitate” raps La- 
mar. 

Lamar’s musical lyrics call for an in- 
novative change in thought, prompting 
us to “levitate, levitate, levitate” above 
all constraints and distractions, for 
nothing “won't get you as high as this,” 
raps Lamar. 

Kendrick is transforming the musi- 
cal industry an album at a time, and all 
we can do is hope that we'll be around 
long enough to appreciate every groovy 
line.

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Memes changing minds 


The Internet sees 
double standards as a 
joke. 


By JORGE PANIAGUA 
Staff Writer 


elebrating “firsts” has 

become a big part of 

our culture. We love 

celebrating the first Sa- 

moan-American doing 
this, or the first Latin-American doing 
that - and it’s a great thing that many 
of us do. 

Bernie Sanders would be the first 
Jewish president if he wins the 2016 
election, while Hillary Clinton would 
be the first female president if she does. 
While the country should be applaud- 
ing the diversity of the current presi- 
dential candidates, many are instead 
taking it as a kind of joke. 

No two candidates in the 2016 pres- 
idential campaign have been targeted 
because of their gender or religious 
identity like Democratic candidates 
Hillary Clinton and Bernie Sanders 
have online. In fact, they are the only 
two candidates that have been made 
into the butts of jokes of because of 
these matters. 

Memes including one where Sand- 
ers’ face is photoshopped onto a Nazi 
soldiers’ body with the caption: “Just 
remember, Nazi’s were Socialists!” and 
a photograph of Bill Clinton and Mon- 
ica Lewinsky with the caption: “I chose 
other woman, you should too,” impli- 
cating one should choose anyone but 
Hillary, have been circulating the web 
continuously. 

A meme, for those who may not be 
familiar with internet lingo, is usually a 
picture or video of someone or some- 
thing with a caption, usually in big 
bold letters, typed directly across it. An 
example of a popular meme current- 
ly circulating the web is one featuring 
Kermit the Frog nonchalantly drinking 
a glass of tea - normally, the meme in- 
cludes the caption, “But that’s none of 
my business.” 

Memes have shaped our society’s 
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opinions on certain topics so much 
that Facebook has actually been study- 
ing the spread and variation of memes 
throughout its social network since 
2009. Researchers went as far as to 
compare memes to the evolution of hu- 
man genes, according to Facebook Data 
Science's study titled “The evolution of 
memes on Facebook.” 

What these derogatory memes and 
social media posts regarding Bernie’s 
Jewish heritage and Hillary’s gender 
have done is highlight how double stan- 
dards are still dangerous in today. 

Moreso, internet users are getting a 
laugh out of Sanders not being a Chris- 
tian —- creating memes involving him 
with Hitler or Nazi Germany. None of 
the other candidates are being made an 
example of for following their Christian 
beliefs. 

And these memes insulting Sand- 
ers’ Jewish heritage, are more than 
just cruel jokes. They are proof that 
anti-Semitic attitudes are increasing 
in the country. 

In 2014, nearly 60 percent of reli- 
gious-based crimes in America were 


committed against Jews and 54 per- 
cent of college students experienced 
anti-Semitism in the first six months of 
the 2013-2014 academic year, accord- 
ing to The Times of Israel. 

Knowing this, is America truly ready 
for a Jewish president? 

With the amount of raw informa- 
tion in the form of memes, articles and 
video that internet users are exposed to 
everyday, it’s not outside the realm of 
possibility for users to take what they 
see at face value, believing it instead of 
laughing. 

And these memes are affecting who 
the public votes for in the upcoming 
election. One meme featuring a pho- 
tograph of Bernie during a speech with 
the caption, “The cost of Bernie's free 
stuff” is followed by a list of Sanders’ 
promises — each promise with a price. 
At the bottom of the meme, the to- 
tal cost comes to $18 trillion, making 
people believe that Sanders will put 
the country in an enormous amount of 
debt if we vote for him. 

Another meme including a picture 
of Hillary features a quote beside her 
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picture, “Look, the average Democratic 
voter is just plain stupid. They’re easy to 
manipulate. That's the easy part.’ Clin- 
ton has never said this, but in this con- 
text an internet user could easily believe 
she did. 

Memes are changing people's 
minds about certain things and the 
problem is many Internet users do 
not fact-check before believing a so- 
cial media post. 

The Internet is bringing up the 
Monica Lewinsky cheating scandal 
that plagued both Clintons in the 
1990s. Memes with captions like, “If he 
chose another woman, voters should 
too” tied to a picture of Bill with Mon- 
ica are currently circulating the web 
and receiving thousands of “likes” 
each day. 

And while Donald Trump is being 
attacked left and right by Democrats 
and conservatives with even half a 
brain, Trump memes (or, should I 
say, Drumpf memes) are not neces- 
sarily targeting his gender, religious 
identity or any affair scandal he 
might have been in. Most Trump me- 
mes attack his hair or past business 
endeavors. 


One Trump meme includes a rather

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Davis. This season the tides have turned 
in favor of the 49ers as they swept every 
team in the division with the exception of 
UC Riverside and Hawai'i, both of which 
swept the 49ers. 

Another major difference from last 
year is junior guard Raven Benton will 
actually suit up on Wednesday for the 
tournament. Benton was out during LB- 
SU’s final seven games last season with a 
leg injury. 

With Benton in the lineup, the 49ers 
are much better three-point shooting 
team. LBSU is shooting 35.7 percent be- 
hind the arc, whereas last year the 49ers 
shot 31.9 percent. Benton is also averag- 
ing more points this year against Big West 
opponents, scoring 13.5 points per game 
compared to the 12.0 ppg she averaged 


last season. 
LBSU will be playing Cal Poly in the 


quarterfinal round and will likely defeat 
the Mustangs. The 49ers have proven to 
be the superior team, defeating Cal Poly 
in both regular season games; 65-53 in- 
side the Walter Pyramid on Jan. 30 and 
61-56 at San Luis Obispo on Feb. 24. 

In both games LBSU outplayed the 
Mustangs in the fourth quarter outscor- 
ing them by a combined 42-15. 

The 49ers are improved, but the reason 
why they will fall short in the tournament 
is because Hawai'i will once again prove 
to be superior to LBSU in the tournament 
semifinals. 

The Rainbow Wahine swept the 49ers 
this season, winning on Jan. 7 inside the 
Walter Pyramid and on Feb. 11 in Ho- 
nolulu, Hawaii. Both times UH won 
by double-digits and dropped over 60 
points. 

Benton scored 23 points in the first 
meeting, however in the second meeting 
Hawaii completely shut Benton down. 
LBSU’s leading scorer went scoreless, go- 
ing 0-8 from the field and 0-2 from be- 


hind the arc. 

In both games, the Rainbow Wahine 
outrebounded the 49ers 52-29 and 53-30. 
Hawaii also shot the ball better, outshoot- 
ing LBSU 41.7 to 34 percent in the first 
meeting and 37.9 to 25.4 percent in the 
second. 

Even if LBSU sneaks past UH in the 
semifinals, UC Riverside will be waiting 
in the finals with a perfect 17-0 record 
against conference opponents. 

UC Riverside looks like the sure 
winner of the tourney due to their high 
powered offense. The Highlanders are av- 
eraging a conference-leading 78.8 points 
per game and have the Big West leading 
scorer Brittany Crain. Crain is averaging 
22.3 ppg and was named the Big West 
Player of the Year for the second consec- 
utive time. 

The 49ers have also proven they are 
no match for the Highlanders. UCR beat 
LBSU by a combined score of 161-118 
across two games this season on Jan. 13 
inside the Walter Pyramid and on Feb. 18

“I needed 
my teammates behind me, I needed 
everyone to step up just as much as I 
tried to, so it was a team effort.” 

49er head coach Jody Wynn said 
she is honored with Sawyer’s success.

biggest reasons LBSU ranks ninth in 
the nation with 21.47 forced turn- 
overs per game. 

“Defense is so important and

from 94-feet; Wynn said. “She's all 
over the court doesn’t matter if it’s a 
post player or a point guard, she can 
defend them and she does a great job 
for us.” 

Benton earned all-conference 
honors for the third consecutive sea- 
son. She made the all-freshman team 
in 2014 and the all-conference sec- 
ond team in 2015. 

Last year, Benton suffered a sea- 
son ending knee injury on Feb. 14, 
against Cal Poly that caused her to 
miss the last five games of the year 
and the entire 2015 Big West Tour- 
nament.
